The Admiralty has announced that 
all traffic between Flamborough Head 
and Newcastle has been stopped in- 
definitely.

One passenger By Bt was 
a cool, young housewife, who sald:

Many Woman and Children Injured at 
“Scarborough, Unable to Reply to Attack 


SCARBOROUGH, via London, Dec. 17. 
The “‘Queen of English watering places” 
has recovered today from the unexpect. 
ed bombardment and the feeling is one 
of bitter anger at the town’s helpless- 
hess when under the guns of the Ger- 
man squadron. 

The first warning sound of distinct 
firing, which attracted little attention 
except from the military authorities, 
came at 5:30 o’clock in the morning. At 
8-o’clock three German war craft which 
the majority of witnesses agree were 
one battle cruiser and two lighter cruis- 
ers, loomed out of a heavy fog so close 
underneath the cliffs that they were 
unable to train their guns on the wire- 
less station on the heights. 

Trowever, the big resort hotels on the 

lanade and the old town offered 

' ting targets and a rain of shrap- 
nel and lyddite shells began to fall in 
this section, doing great damage to the 
hotels and destroying houses and shops 
in the poorer district. A woman in one 
of these shops was literally blown to 
pieces. 

. Light Cruiser Most Active. 

One of the light cruisers seemed to be 
doing most of the firing. First she let 
go her stern guns and then, maneuver- 
ing further out, devoted her broadsides 
to the most conspicuous buildings on the 
higher ground.

This second bom- 
bardment was more violent than the 
first, but did less damage. 


At the expiration of this second 15- 
minute period of firing, the warships 
drew off in a northerly direction and 
when the people of Scarborough again 
heard the booming of their dreaded 
guns at 9 o'clock the town of Whitby, 
up the coast, was the victim. 


During the early stage of the bom- 
bardment the screeching shells caused 
an indescribable pandemonium; later the 
people became still as death under the 
thunder of the guns“ which rose to a 
tremendous crescendo when the full 
broadsides were used. 


When the ships drew off the search 
for killed and wounded began. At the 
hospital, when the wounded began to 
arrive, the large entry hall witnessed 
many pitiable acenes as anxious rela- 
tives awaited the result of the sur- 
gfeons’ examination. Among the wound- 
ed were many women and children, an 
infant of 4 months suffering a skull 
fracture from a ‘bit of shrapnel, while 
in the arms of its mother, who escaped 
unscathed. 


The bodies of the dead were taken to 
the mortuary and the wounded to hos- 
pitals, while shells were falling. 

In various places in the city it is dif- 
ficult to see a passage through the 
streets on account of the debris. 

Postman Beale’s head was blown off 
when he was delivering letters. 


Women Allowed to Ge First. 

The military authorities, assisted by 
the police, directed the exodus of the 
townspeople from the city. Women 
were favored with seats on the trains 
with the result that few men departed 
from the town. 

The pathetic helplessness of the refu- 
gees brought home the reality of war 
to this part of England. Many poor 
persons whose homes were destroyed 
sought refuge in nearby towns. Crowds 
of these waited -about the station, 
thinking that the scenes of the morning 
were about to be enacted. 

One of the first notices posted instruct- 
ed citizens to bring to the police sta- 
tion all unexploded shells. A policeman 
brought in an unexploded shell which 
he found on the street. It was put into 
a bucket of water. 

Organist Musgrove of St. Martin’s 
Church says communion was being cele- 
brated by Archdeacon Mackarness when 
two shells struck the edifice, but that 
the congregation remained calm.

WARSAW, via London, Dec. 17.—A 
great battle is in progress at Sochaczew, 
9% miles west of Warsaw. The German 
‘wedge, which is proceeding in a south- 
easterly direction from Ilow, has man- 
aged, after heavy fighting, in which 


serious losses are reported to have been 
inflicted, to establish itself a quarter of 
a mile west of Sochaczew. The Polish 
campaign now centers at that point. 

The German column was met at Soch- 
aczew by fierce resistance on the par: 
of the Russians. The fighting was ex- 
tremely severe, at points leading to 
hand-to-hand encounters. Artillery fire 
on both sides was heavy and continu 
ous. German aeroplanes are constant- 
ly circling over the town. 

Reinforcements ate being poured in 
rapidly on both sides. The Russians 
are bringing in troops by highway and 
by the rajlroad from Warsaw. The Ger- 
mans are moving forces from the re- 
gion about Lodz. 

Notwithstanding the conflicting na- 
ture of reports concerning the char- 
acter of the German operations, it is 
evident that their maneuvers, which, 
according to some reports, include as 
many ag five army corps, are being 
conducted along a line to the north 
of Lowicz. 

A new first aid corps, consisting 
of nerve specialists for the  treat- 
ment of soldiers who have become 
insane during battle, has been organ- 
ized. The necessity for this form of 
treatment is growing as a result of 
the intensity of the nervous strain 
under which the soldiers are fight- 
ing. An instance in point is the case 
of a Second Lieutenant, who escaped 
unmwounded from a fight in which 
there were only 13 survivors out of 
240 men. He is a mental wreck. It is 
said that there are many similar 
cases. 


German Frontal Attacks in Poland 
' Push Russians Back. 

BERLIN (by wireless to London), Dec. 
17.~Army headquarters today issued the 
following statement: 

“There is no news on the East and 
West Prussian frontiers. The Rus- 
sian offensive against Silesia and 
Posen has completely broken down. 
In the whole of Poland the enemy 
was forced to retreat, after fierce 
and stubborn frontal battles and is 
being pursued everywhere. 

‘During the fighting in Northern 
Poland yesterday and the previous 
day the bravery of the West Prus- 
sian Hessian regiments gained a vic- 
tory. The effect of this victory 
cannot yet be estimated. 

“Yesterday the French continued 
their attacks ut Nieuport, without 
success. Attacks were attempted at 
Zillebecke and La Bassee, but were 
repulsed with heavy losses to the 
enemy. 

“The intention of the French to 
throw a bridge over the Aisne at 
Soissons was prevented by our ar- 
tillery. 

“French earthworks to the cast of 
Rheims were destroyed.,”’ 


Russiaas Attacke don Two Sides. 
The first actual successes against the 


Russians in the last few days appear 
to have been achieved by the Austri- 
ans in West Galicia. Here the Rus- 
sians, according to advices received 
from the zone of hostilities, have be3n 
attacked simultaneously from two sides, 
on their right by an offensive from the 
eastward of Cracow, and on their left 
front by a movement directed from the 
south. _ 
The report that the Austrians are 
following up the retiring Russian army 
from the south, shows, in the opinion 
of military observers, that. the Rus- 
sians are being forced northward upon 
their forces in Westerp Poland. Whether 
this retirement will extend to the Rus- 
sians massed to the northof Piotrkow. 
will depend on the events of the next 


few days. 
The report of the withdrawal of the 
German column which advancef 


through Mlawa, Northern Poland, indi- 
cates that the Russians recognized in 
time the menace to their right flank. 
The old positions reassumed by th? 
Germans are strongly fortified, and in 
the belief of military eritics, can be 
held for a long time under normal con. 
ditions, even against a greatly superior 
force. 

Servians Unexpectedly Strong. 
That the Austrians were obliged to 
evacuate Belgrade, Servia, after having 
retired before the Servian army to the 
southward of Valjevo, points to the ad- 
vance of unexpectedly strong Servian 
forces. The assumption also appears 
justified that the Austrians may possi- 
bly have withdrawn troops from Servia 
for use in West Galicia, trusting to 
chance that the Servians were incap 
able of a further decided offensive. 

A statement given out today by the 
Official Press Bureau says: 
“The Austrian General Staff reports 
that 31,000 Russians have been taken 
prisoners in West Galicia.”

Beverly C. Stevens, St. Louis County 
real estate operator, in the 68 indict- 
ments returned against him yesterday 
by a grand jury at Clayton, is charged 
with defrauding clients of a total of 
$90,442. 

There weré many witnesses before the 
grand jury whose complaints against 
Stevens could not be considered because 
of the statute of limitations. 

Col. Beverly C. Stevens Jr., a mem- 
ber of. Gov. Major’s personal staff and 
a nephew of Beverly C. Stevens, is 
charged in three indictments with fraud- 
ylently obtaining a total of $3000. In 
one indictment returned again him in- 
dividually,- he is charged with getting 
$200 by false pretense and grand lar- 
ceny; in the other indictments he is 
jointly charged with his uncle, once for 
false pretense in obtaining $250 from the 
Lemay Ferry Bank, and the other with 
embezzlement by bailee of $300. 

Both to Appear in Court Jan. 11 

Both Stevens and his nephew gave 
bond to appear in Circuit Court at Clay- 


ton, Jan. ‘ll. Col. Stevens’ bail was 
fixed at » Which was furnished by 
his father, H. Stevens. The elder 


Stevens’ bond was increased from $32,000 
to $40,000, and his sister, Mrs. Jennie 
C. Higgins of 4422 Morgan street, con- 
tinued as his surety. 


15 Embezzlement Charges. ® 
Of the 68 indictments against the elder 
Stevens, 15 charge embezzlement. by 


ballee, 17 false pretense, 2% false pretense 
and grand larceny, 4 false affidavit, 4 
embezzlement and larceny, and 2 false 
deed of release. : 

The grand jury indicted the elder Stev- 
ens in each of the four cases on which 
he Was aryested in October on warrants 
issued by Prosecuting Attorney Lashly. 
These indictments, like the warrants, 
were based on the complaints of Bertha 
Hanpeter, 70 years old, of Kirkwood; 
Henry Nickels and Henry Mehler. 

In the Hanpeter case, Stevens is 
charged with embezzlement and grand 
larceny of $1500; in the Nickels case with 
embezzlement and grand larceny of 
$2500, and in the Mehler case there are 
two indictments, charging he obtained 
$1750 by false pretense and larceny. 

An indictment for false pretense and 
grand larceny charges the elder Stev- 
ens with obtaining a $500 promissory 


sephine Bundschuh on April 14 laat, giv- 
ing in exchange a $1000 promissory note 
which he represented was secured by a 
first deed of trust. The note bore the 
signatures of John and Ada Voomer, but 
the grand jury said it was not signed 
by the Voomers, as Stevens well knew, 
and that the woman “ad been defrauded 
of her money. 


Indictment in Crecelius Case. 
Walter Crecelius, who lives in Caron- 


delet Township, where most of the elder 
Stevens’ clients lived, obtained an in- 
dictment against Stevens charging false 
pretense and larceny. On Dec. 27, 1911, 
it is charged, Crecelius gave his note 
and a $300 check for an $800 note which 
Stevens alleged was secured by a first 
deed of trust, but there were three prior 
deeds of trust, totaling $4800, and the 
note given to Crecelius was worthless. 

Lizzie Crecelius gave her $2000 note 
to Stevens, taking in exchange another 
$2000 note, purporting to be secured by a 
first deed of trust. The grand jury 
found there was a prior first deed for 
$2000 against the property, and indicted 
the elder Stevens in this case for false 
pretense and larceny. 

Some of Complaints. 

Five of the embezzlement charges al- 
lege the elder Stevens got $1500 from 
Henry Freivogel, Feb. 14 last; $1644 frorr. 
Cc. C. Sanders, a florist, in July, 1913, 
and August, 1914; $900 from Thomas B. 
Elliott, June 23 last, and $500 from Fred 
W. and Mary T. Maschmidt, March ‘é 
last 

The elder Stevens is about 530 years ol 
and until his failure, last September, 
resided at 5280 Washington avenue. He 
had been in the reaity business at Clay- 
on about 20 years and had gained con- 
fidence of 'nvestors by his prompt pay- 
ment of interest. Col. Stevens is about 
30 years old and now is in the realty 
business at Clayton for himself. H»

which lies outside the line leading 
to our final military goal.”’ 


“Our sole thought is devoted to in- 
creasing vengeance by any and every 
means which can lead to victory.” 

A victory of any substantial kind 
‘could not very well follow upon such 
excursions as yesterday's in tae 
North Sea, but as an act of ven- 
geance the enterprise is quite under- 
standable. 

In all probability popular opinion 
in Germany has forced the navy to 
give some account of itself. Enor- 
mous sums have been spent won the 
German navy, which hitherto has 
been of singularly little service. The 
policy of attrilion has been a most 
obvicua failure, for the odds in favor 
of the British navy are considerably 
greater today than they were four 
months ago. 

If the German fleet was hardly fit 
to encounter the enemy in the open- 
ing days of the war it is even less 
fit to do so today and at the present 
rate will be still less fit a year hence. 
The destruction of Admiral von 
Spee’s squadron must incidentally 
have had a depressing effect and it 
is safe to conjecture that yester- 
day’s daring performance was un- 
Gertaken as an act of reprisal and as 
a means of reassuring the public and 
allaying popular impatience at the 
apparent inactivity of the navy. 
Strategy Obsolete Since Elisabeth's 


the Norman conquest. That is an 
exaggeration. It is true, howevér, 
that such enterprises have not been 
common in the last 30 years: The 
reason is obvious; they are futile 
when undertaken without a clear ob- 
ject in view and have been virtually 
abandoned since the days of Queen 
Elizabeth, when naval strategy came 
to be more or less definitely formu- 
lated. It may be recalled, how ver, 
that near the close of the Sixteenth 
century four Spanish galleys crossed 
from France and burned Pensance 
and Newlin, destroyed a church and 
made off without ever being detest- 
ed. Similar exploits were by no 
means uncommon in those days and 
England was an occasional viotim. 

About the middle of the same cen- 
tury the French had landed a foree 
on the Isle of Wight, and failing to 
hold their owr, followed up with a 
raid on the coast of Sussex. At an 
earlier date they succeeded. In burn~- 
ing Brighton. Drake, Hawkins and 
Frobisher made similar destents on 
the coast of Spain, but it Was soon 
realized that experiments of this 
kind, though exciting and spectacu- 
lar, were generally useless and of 
less strategic significance, as has 
been well said, than the operations of 
the smallest advance guard on land, 
They accomplished nothing in them- 
selves and were generally aban- 
doned as an absolutely ineffective 
policy. 

It remains, then, to be seen wheth- 
er the Germans had any uwiltimate 
purpose in mind.- In the meantime 
it is difficult to discover anything in 
yesterday’s raid beyond a revival of 
an obsolescent and comparatively 
useless style of naval warfare.

Followers of “King Benjamin,” when 
questioned as to his whereabouts, shook 
their heads wisely and stroked their 
long beards. They volunteered the in- 
formation that he had gone away on a 
journey, to be absent a month, 

Methods by which husbands are sald to 
be chosen for the feminine members of 


the House of Dav'd colony were revealed 
by a $25,000 suit for defamation of charac- 
ter which has been filed against Coy Pur- 
nell, son of the leader of the sect, by 
two young women, sisters, who former- 
ly resided at the colony. 

Young Purnell is under arrest here in 
default. of bail in the defamation suit, 
and Federal agents are inquiring inte, 
the allegations of thé sisters, Augusta 
Forgy McFarlane and Helena Forgy 
Holiday, who left the colony becaus« 
they were dissatisfied with the hus- 
bands awarded to them. They are now 
suing for divorce. 

A drawing system was employed in 
making the awards, the sisters say in 
their suit. ‘Forty women were given the 
names of 40 men, they allege, and. the 
women were instructed each to write on 
a slip of paper the name of the mau 
she wished to marry. . Neither of the 
‘Holiday sisters obtained the husband 
she wished, because.other women whose 
written slips were examined before 
theirs, had chosen the same men as 
they. They were obliged to marry men 
who were left over, and for whom they 
did not care, they say. They finally 
left the colony. and have filed suits for 
divorce. 

One of the cardinal doctrines of the 
sect is said to be that marriage is a 
mortal sin. Four years ago this doc- 
trine was suspended temporarily for 
the benefit of the large flock of young 
men and women in the ‘‘House of Da- 
vid’ colony which desired to marry. 
From that time on, it is said, the 
elder Purnell, known to the members 
of.the cult simply as ‘‘Benjamin,’’ fre- 
quently suspended the dogma and per- 
mitted marriages, sometimes of single 
couples and at other times by the whole- 
sale. 'The Federal Government is mak- 
ing an investigation of moral condi- 
tions at the colony. 


Women Accuse the Leader. 
Affidavits of three women, former 


members of the cult in the hands of 
United States Attorney Myron H. Walk- 
er of Grand Rapids, charge that Ben- 
jamin’s relations with many of the wom- 
«n in the colony was improper. 

Missionaries are sent out in pairs into 
all parts of the country to bring in new 
members, and it is alleged that women 
and girls were brought in for improper 
purposes.

Corperal at the Breech. 

This s@eming. however, may be due 
ty. the fact that the four-gun battery 
is in action when the first battery pic- 
ture is thrown on the screen. It must 
be taken for granted, therefore, that 
the captain commanding the battery al- 
ready has issued the orders designating 
its alignment and the manner of fire, 
that the lNeutenants of each platoon 
have placed the guns in accordance 
with these orders. and that the detach- 
ment sergeants, through the gunner- 
Ccorporals, have caused the battery t? 
open fire. 

From this moment, taking these pre- 
liminaries for granted, the gunner-cor- 
porals would have full sway until either 
there was a change of-firing from single 
guns to platoons or by battery, or until 
the command was given to cease firing. 

What one sees, therefore, is the gun- 
ner-corporal at the breech of each gun 
cperating that exceedingly delicate bit 
of- mechanism, swinging open the 
breech-block after each discharge, di- 
recting the insertion of the next pro- 
jectile, closing the breech-block and then 
giving the signal for firing. 

Full-Length Recoll, 

it is interesting to note that‘a denser 
puff of smoke emerges from the breech 
of a gun when the breech-block is swung 
open after a discharge than is seen tv 
come from the muzzie of the piece at 
the moment of firing. 

iKven more interesting, however, as 
tearing directly upon the vital problem 
of sustained accuracy of fire, is the 
springing full-length recoil of the gun 
on.its own carriage, the recoil being 
ebsorbed by a mechanical device thai 
eliminates the one-time evil of the 
recoil of the entire plece upon the 
wheels of the gun-carriage itself.

Due to the fact that the 4-gun Belgian 
battery is firing shrapnel at what seems 
to be point-blank range, the , moving 
picture views necessarily cannot convey 
any idea of the Belgian field artillery 
method of range-finding ahd fuse-cut- 
ting in using shells or solid projectiles 
aganst a more distant enemy. 

It is reasonable to believe, however, 
that something much like Uncle Sam’s 
own pendulum-hatisse comes into play 
as controlling the sighting and conse- 
quent elevation of the gun-muzzle for 
the proper range, and, of course, the 
cutting of the fuse to explode a shell at 
precisely the right instant {s a matter 
of calculation that is about the same the 
world over. , 
Unhiike American Practice. 

The Iimber-chest of- each gun—which 
is its most immediate ammunition re- 
ceptacle and is a detachable part of the 
gun-carriage complete—is handled in ac- 
tion somewhat Wifferent' than is the case 
with American light batteries, unless 
the latter’s tactics have been changed 
in recent years. 

When unlimbered from the gun itself, 
a Belgian limberchest, instead of being 
wheeled about at a distance of a few 
yards in rear of the gun in attion, is 
aligned at the gun’s side, and the am- 
munition is passed directly across this 
slight intervening space, not brought 
up by a cannoneer from the limber- 
chest in rear of the gun: This, also, 
seems to facilitate rapidity of fire. al- 
though i§ increases to a certain extent 
the peril of the limberchest being dis- 
abled or its quite considerable stock of 
ammunition exploded by the enemy's 
fire. 

ee ner of the Belgian war pictures

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shows a battery being hurried to ac-, 
tion on the firing line. 

Here one might well have imagined 
that an American light battery was 
shown, so similar was the movement. 
The Captain at the head of the battery 
ine, the Lieutenants in close touch with 
each platoon, the Sergeants riding

Commissioned and noncommiussicned 
officers were g00d riders, too, although 
not quite with the graceful seeming 
looseness of the American. cavalryman 
and light artilleryman, W hose knee-grit.

WIDE STRETCHES 


OF ENGLISH EAST 
SOAS UNDEFENDE 


Information in Officials’ Hands 
at Washington Shows Vul- 
nerability at Many Points. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The raid of 


German warships on the northeast coast 


of England continued teday te be a 
topic of much discussien in efficial and 
diplomatic circles. No formal comment 
was made by Gevernment officiais, but 
the bombardment was discussed among 
them, as well as in congressienal cir- 
cles, with particular attention to hypo- 
thetical situations in whieh American 
defenses might be invelved. 

Among naval experts it was generally 
believed that, while the raid was fer 
moral effect and did net sereen a gen- 
eral invasion ef England by Zeppelins 
and submarines, the vulnerability of 
Great Britain te such attacks was to 
some extent emphasized by it. 
contrary, they believed that any ‘sus- 
tained attack on England's coast would 
necessitate a véry much larger number 
of ships than were engaged yesterday 
and by the time an attempt was made 
to land an expeditionary force, the En- 
glish fleet could be brought into action. 
The fact that, except for the protection 
afforded by her fleet, the east coast of 
England probably is vulnerable at a 
number of points, is disclosed in infor- 
mation obtained from official sources. 

Wide Stretches Are Undefended. 

Between Aberdeen on the north and 
the mouth of the Thames on the south, 
there are considerable stretches of east 
coast territory without defense. On the 
east coast of Scotland Aberdeen is forti- 
fied and there is a naval base at Dun- 
dee, guarding the entrance to the lirth 
of Tay, with a submarine and torpedo 
station. The entrance to the wide Firth 
of the Forth, on which Edinborough is 
situated, has fortifications at Kirkcaldy 
and Rosyth, and also a naval base and 
a wireless station in that section. Pass- 
ing south over the Englih border, a fort 
guards Newcastle-on-the-Tyne. Sun- 
derland, Hartlepool and Middlesborough, 
a little farther south, have seme forti- 
fications. Between Middlesborough and 
the mouth of the Humber, where the 
important manufacturing city of Hull 
lies, there-are no forts 80 far as is 
known. 

At Hull, and at Grimsby, on the oppo- 
site side of the Humber, also at an- 
other point near the mouth of the river 
there are forts and a naval base. Ex- 
cept several wireless plants along the 
coast, no forts are known to exist be- 
tween the mouth of the Humber and 
Harwich, which is only a short distance 
north of the mouth of the Thames. At 
Harwich there is a fortification navai 
base. 

As France had long been Jooked upon 
as the source of danger of attack from 
the continent, the artificial defenses of 
England largely have been shaped south- 
ward. It was pointed out several years 
ago that the east coast, from a geo. 
graphical point of view, would be hard- 
er to defend than the south. It was 
pointed out then that along the north- 
ern coast of England in Northumber- 
land and Durham Counties, there are a 
series of ports flush with the coast, 
the Hartlepools, Seaham Hagbor, Sun- 
derland, Shields and Blyth, none of 
which les upon intricate channels, be- 
tween which there are sandy beaches. 
In other words, it was said, all the ap- 


available to the first landing parties, 
and could be seized with relative ease. 

The series of harbors, in case a land- 
ing could be effected, it was said, would 
become a flying base for such portion 
of the Gernian flotilla as got through. 
These very harbors and their defenses 
would be utilized against English ves- 
sels coming to the rescue. The civil 
population, it was added, would be help- 
less under the control of a relatively 
small number of the invading military 
force. 

Might Isolate Armies. 

The railways which converge upon 
that district, it is said, are few and 
there are relatively few lines’ available 
for bringing up reserves from other 
parts of the country. A very few miles 
across country, the National Defense 
Association of Great Britain was told, 
is Carlisle, the point at which all the 
west coast railways converge, and if 
there were any hesitation these lines 
might be cut, even Carlisle itself seized, 
and in this case it would isolate two 
territorial divisions in ‘Scotland, while 
the Northumbrian territorial division 
would be paralyzed and the two Lan- 
cashire and the West Riding territorial 
divisions hurrying to the rescue might 
be checked and if forced into a battle 
it might reduire the full strength of 
the regular troops and probably half of 
the territorial army from the south. 

The possibility in case of invasion at 
a point or points along the coast of the 
north counties of England proper, where 
nine-tenths of the population of more 
than 2,000,000 persons live in a narrow 
belt along the coast, not more than 
twenty miles wide at its broadest point, 
had been pointed out. 

While military opinion here seemed to 
doubt whether any such extensive in- 


‘| vasion as that indicated above would 


take place, they admitted that if it did 
come about it might.follow the lines to 
which the attention of the National De- 
fense Associaion was directed.

In yesterday’s papers I read an account of the 
profitable administration of the Postoffice De- 
partment. Over $8,000,000 profit. This is the 
first report that shows the department not oper- 
ating at a loss. And between the lines one can 


perceive that the showing is made pubifo with! 


much pride, 

Undoubtedly it should be very satisfactory and 
glso very gratifying to all the people. However, 
I want to say that very few people know at 
what price the United States Government can 
make this showing. I know it to be a fact that 
one great economy is effected by compelling our 
letter carriers to carry loads of mail varying 
from $0 to 115 pounds on a trip. 

This, in my humble opinion, is an outrage and 
should be oorrected, even if the Government 
won't make any money out of its Postoffice De- 
partment. That department never was estab- 
Mehed to produce revenue for the Government. 
Any o14 morning at any station you can see the 
eatriers starting out loaded down like mules. 
This is not exaggerated a bit. If you go into 
the station you will see from three to five sub- 
stitutes with nothing to do. You see, if these 
poor carriers would have any assistance, the Gov- 
ernment would be required to pay the substitute 
the great sum of 85 cents an hour for a couple 
of hours’ work, maybe. Well, every dollar the 
Postoffice Department saves this way is paid for 
by the very last ounce of strength many of these 
carriers have left. 

With the suggestion that a rule ought to be 
made and enforced that a carrier’s load should be 
limited to the point at which he begins stagger- 
ing, I will close, requesting that this be pub- 
lished, so that this deplorable condition may be 
corrected.

AMERICA ON THE OCEAN. 

The Senate committee’s decision to order a 
favorable report on the ship purchase bill was 
reached by a vote of 8 to 6. It may be assumed, 
accordingly, that the Republicans are prepared 
to offer that maximum of obstruction to the bill 


|at every stage which they have threaténed since 
*°| before the October adjournment. 


Only partisanship can explain the unusua! at- 
tempts to strengthen the opposition to this meas- 
ure. Republicans have said that the crucial test 
of President Wilson’s influence with Congress and 
with the country was coming at this winter ses- 
sion. Success in defeating his legislative pro- 
gram after prior efforts have been failures would 
be a pleasing triumph. 

Politics, reinforced with, such effective aid as 
the selfish private vessel interests can give, makes 
a formidable combination. But in opposing this 
bill Republicans will be opposing one of the most 
practical plans for reopening additional foreign 
markets for cotton. Secretary Bryan «describes 
a@ very probable condition in Germany and Austria, 
after their ocean communications have been cut 
for five months. That cotton is in demand there 
at a price from 138 to 18 cents a pound is just what 
we might expect. Hundreds of thousands of bales 
can be sold in Germany and hundreds of thousands 
more in Austria, f 

But the principal merchant shipping now afloat 
ie British shipping, operating under the protec- 
tion of British fleets. British ships cannot take 
American cotton to Germany or Austria. French 
ships cannot take it. Only neutral ships can do 
that, of which the amount available under our 
flag or under others flags is inadequate. 

The financing of cotton sales to Germany and 
Austria may present a further problem, but ef- 
forts to solve that problem are useless unless fa- 
cilities are provided for carrying the crop. Pri- 
vate initiative will not insure sufficient facilities 
under the liberalized navigation laws. The de- 
lay since the last session makes that certain. The 
speediest, most practical plan is to take over the 
interned merchant ships with Government aid 
and Government guarantee of their use for strict- 
ly neutral purposes. 

The purchase bill can check the rise in ocean 
freight rates, which are mounting higher and 
promise to become almost prohibitive.

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RAILROAD ENCOURAGEMENT. 


The New York World is informed authorita- 
tively that the Interstate Commerce Commission 
has secretly but formally voted the 5 per cent 
freight rate increase asked by the Eastern rail- 
roads. The announcement is expected to be made 
in a few days. The increase will add $50,000,- 
000 a year to railroad revenue—a very pretty 
Christmas present. 

From the Houston Post, at the seat of the great 
Southwestern lumber trade, we learn: 

Northern railroads continue to buy in con- 
siderable quantities, generally through St. 
awuis and Kansas City. Lumber officials have 
been advised that the Santa Fe is planning to 
take advantage of present low prices by plac- 
ing orders for a five-year supply of car ma- 
terial, stringers, ties and such other items as 
it expects to need, and it is expected some of 
the other roads will follow sult. Some lumber 
manufacturers will refuse to handle an order 
on this basis, believing the new year will see 
a decided improvement both in demand and 
prices. Orders are being refused daily at 
present prices for material to be delivered in

January, February and the spring months.

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ENGLAND’S SHOCE. 

Following the raid upon its coast cities, En- 
gland may very well be more excited than at any 
time since the war began. We who live far in- 
lund do not realize what the shelling of Hartle- 
pool, Scarborough and Whitby by German cruis- 
ers means to “the tight little island.” 

For one thing, it will cripple for days, and 
possibly for a few weeks, the indispensable mer- 
chant marine plying between the British east 
coast and Scandinavia and Denmark. Steamers 
aggregating in value millions of dollars, with 
cargoes worth many millions more, will be tem- 
porarily tied up in home and foreign ports. Ma- 
rine insurance might disappear at a moment’s 
warning, a far more serious matter than the clos- 
ing of the London Stock Exchange. The loss 
through interruption of commerce will be consid- 
erable, and, finally, the question of food supply 
which England is buying in vast quantities from 
Denmark must not be’ overlooked. Aside from 
these very material considerations the moral effect 
upon the people of England, thg doubt that must 
arise as to the efficiency of the navy, the fear 
of further raids, of invasion itself, even, is bound 
to be tremendous—unwarranted though many of 
the fears be. 

On the other hand, an even greater moral ef- 
fect is bound to be exerted upon the men of the 
German navy. Such spectacular daring and skill 
is an inspiration to the entire fleet—and the 


army, too. 
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BRYAN’S AID TO NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

If our army and navy are actually as unpre- 
pared as they are said to be, it ought to lead to 
an increase in Secretary Bryan’s waning popular- 
ity and the concession of an astnteness of which 
he has heretofore been unsuspected. 

Under his “breathing spell” treaties, if any one 
or all of 23 nations threaten us with war we will 
have a whole year in which to get ready.

THE NATION’S DUTY TO ACT. 

If, as President Wilson says, this nation’s 
treaties are indisputably paramount to state en- 
actments contravening them, it is the duty of our 
Government, and not of foreign Governments, to 
establish that fact in American courts. 

It is true, as the President says, that the Cal- 
ifornia land laws expressly disclaim any purpose 
to antagonize treaties between the United States 
and other countries; but it is also a fact that 
those laws do specifically contravene the treaty 
with Japan. Former President Taft says they 
“flagrantly violate” it. The President, if he has 
not yet done so, needs only to read the treaty 
and the Callfornia laws to learn that the latter 
deny to Japanese residents property and trade 


‘privileges guaranteed by the treaty. 


Secretary Bryan’s suggestion that the Japanese 
Government sue in the United States courts for 
enforcement of treaty rights was properly rejected. 
This country, having made a treaty, should en- 
force or rescind it. 
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TAINTED CHRISTMAS GIFTS. 

President Ripley of the Atchison, in forbidding 
employes of the road to accept Christmas presents 
from equipment supply houses, discourages a cus- 
tom which it wouid be well for all concerned to 
have wholly discontinued. As he says, though 
many of the presents given “are tokens of friend- 
ships extending over many years, nevertheless 
the practice is bad, and certainly so when the 
presents have any value.” 

It is to be said that there has been a great 
improvement within a generation in the condi- 
tions responsible for this kind of giving. It rep- 
resented either a recognition of past favors or the 
expectation of favors to come; and even at its 
best it was not without a suggestion of corrupt 
influence. ‘hat the practice has largely fallen 
into disuse as respects railroads and industrial 
corporations which are largely buyers of sup- 
plies, evidences the progress from the free-and- 
easy methods of American business life of a 
former time. 

No doubt the present trend of legislation is re- 
sponsible for some part of the improvement. But 
in a broader sense it is a reflection of the stricter 
standards of commercial honesty now in force.

Frankie Callahan, who was reported 
to have received a bad beating at the 
hands of Joe Mandot at Memphis, Tenn., 
on last Monday night, arrived in the 
city Tuesday evening in time tc witness 
the bouts at the Future City Athletic 
Club. He was introduced from the ring 
and attention called to the fact that he 
did not bear a mark as a result of his 
eight-round encounter with Mandot. 

Callahan was accompanied by “Sport”’ 
and Tommy Sullivan, and the two latter 
were very indignant over the reports 
which had been telegraphed out o/7 
Memphis. 

Callahan believes that he can take 
care of all lightweight championship as- 
pirants and has offered to meet any 
man in the world who will box at 13 
POUNDS, RINGSIDE WEIGHT, the of- 
ficial maximum for this division. 

“When the bout was over,’’ said Tom- 
my Sullivan, ‘we fully expected to see 
Billy Haack, the referee, raise Calla- 
han’s ‘hand as a sign that he had won. 
Instead of that, he held up a hand of 
each, indicating a draw. We thought 
we were getting the worst of it, but 
did not make any great fuss about it 
because we had otherwise been well 
treated. 

“After the bout Haack took a punch 
at Tommy Walsh, manager of Man- 
dot, when he learned that Walsh had 
sent out misleading reports stating 
that Callahan had been badly beaten 
and that Mandot had been robbed of
